ness as well as io others,” said the 
drummer for a large compounding 
hoase, “and remember once Low the 
firm I wap with got stuck.

He told us soma 
kind of @ story about an old uncle dy-

“We took the barrel into tho bouse, 
and, prylng out the bung, we slipped Ip 
the sipbon and drew off a glass of It to 
sample And it was One.
